His landlady, Mrs. Freda Elb- 
ling, sued him for $2,170 dam- 
ages, but her claims were dis- 
missed by the Quebec courts and 
not appealed to the Supreme 
Court However, her request 
for a court order cancelling Mr. 
Switzman’s lease was granted 
and not appealed to the Supreme 
Court. 


|NOT DEFINED 


The Padlock Act, applied 
many times in Quebec but chal- 
lenged in the Supreme Court 
only by Mr. Switzman, empow- 
ered the Quebec attorney-gen- 
eral to issue a closing order on 
any house used for the propaga- 
tion of communism or bolshev- 
ism. The terms communism and 
defined, 
but the definition of “a house” 
was wide enough to include 
every conceivable kind of build- 
ing 

The padlock, or closing order, 
could be issued merely on police 
evidence that the house was 
used to propagate communism, 
The act also prévided jail pen- 
alties for printing, publishing 
and distributing communist 
propaganda

AS A LAWYER FAMILIAR WITH

REATER VICTORIA PROPER- 

ty-owners vote tomorrow on the 
school referendum. In it the school 
board asks permission to borrow up 
to $4,470,000 during the next 
years to finance new buildings for 
the growing student population 

At present there not enough 
room to accommodate adequately the 
children now in class and those who 
will join them by 1960. 

The target has been reduced since 
last December. When the vote was 
taken then the board sought power 
to borrow $5,600,000 for a five year 
program. -At that time the majority 
of those who voted favored the 
scheme, but the majority fell below 
the 60 per cent required to pass the 
referendum 

Because both the term of the bor- 
rowing and the amount to be voted 
have been reduced, the program will 
be somewhat curtailed. That curtail- 
ment, however, will not seriously af- 
fect the provision of schools most 
urgently needed. 

Critics have accused the board of 
seeking a blank cheque from the pub- 
lic. That charge does not hold water 
The board has published an itemized 
series of projects for which special 
sums are earmarked. They have 
been approved by the Provincial Gov- 
ernment which assumes responsibility 
for financing half the program. The 
trustees are not asking for $4,470,000 
to spend as their whims dictate 

The alternative to new construc- 
tion is a broader application of the 
shift the use of available 
classrooms for groups required to 
crowd their schooling into either 
morning or afternoon sessions only.

Significance 


In order to understand something of 
the truly extraordinary significance of 
it is 
first of all necessary to understand the 
present organization of the huge Soviet 
economy 

In brief, all of Soviet industry is now 
monolithically organized under the “in 
dustrial ministries” whose scrapping was 
revealed by .Mr. Khrushchev There are 
scores of them, and in essence they re 
semble government departments much 
less than they resemble a General Motors 
Corporation controlling, not just half the 
business in its industry, but 100 per cent 

The right way, then, to gauge the 
meaning of Mr. Khrushchev’s revelation 
is to imagine all the industrial part of 
the American economy organized into a 
series of supersuper-General Motors Cor 
porations, each with its own vast empire 
of coal mining or ferrous metallurgy or 
automotive construction or machine tool 
building. Then imagine the sudden dis- 
solution of all these giant industrial 
monoliths, as it were at one stroke of 
the pen, and you will have some idea 
of the extent of the contemplated 
shake-up. 


|Big Shake-Up 


In mere numbers of highly. placed, 
persons affected in the republican capi- 
tals and above all here in Moscow, the 
shake-up goes beyond anything that can 
be easily pictured by one habituated to 
our system of society.

The department will be respon- 
sible for developing the current and 
long-range development plans for the 
territory as a whole and for each of its 
industries, 

Territorial plans will be submitted, 
through the planning branches of the 
republican governments, to the Gosplan 
in Moscow, for final revision and co- 
ordination mentioned by Mr. Khrushchev.

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Keep Control 


“We don’t intend to loosen the strings 
of the scientists and researchers on our 
industries,’ Mr, Baibakov said 

Therefore major plans or “projects” 
for all industrial enterprises will con- 
tinue to be prepared in the innumerable 
“project institutes”, which are the 
foundation of the Soviet planning pyra- 
mid. These are now mainly clustered 
around the about-to-be dissolved indus- 
trial ministries 

In future, the most vital project in- 
situtes will instead be attached to the 
Gosplan and the Pervukhin organization, 
and branch institutes will be established 
where appropriate in the territories— 
say coal project institutes in the Kuzbas, 
Donbas and Karaganda Basin. 

In day-to-day management of their 
enterprises, however, enterprise direc- 
tors will now be more free than before. 
As subordinate parts of great monolithic 
organizations, enterprise directors were 
formerly foreed to keep looking over 
their shoulders towards the head ofice. 
Now they themselves will have primary 
responsibility, and the territorial depart- 
ments will be discouraged from interfer- 
ence in purely managerial problems: 


Central Reason 


Such is thebroad outline of the new 
departure which is to change the whole 
administrative and perhaps the economic 
map of this country. As explained by 
Mr. Baibakov, the central reason for this 
new departure is simply the inability-of 
an absolutely centralized government to 
Manage such a large economy as this. 

“Our economy is planned and will 
always be planned,” he said. “But our 
economy has now reached such a size 
that we heré in the centre cannot always 
see all the little details. That can be 
much better done on the spot.”

Proved Guilty 


Of course a man has to be proved guilty 
before he is convicted in Canadian courts. We 
take the position that the onus of proof is so 
heavily on the Crown that it is better to have 
nine guilty men go free, for tack of proof 
against them, than have one innocent person 
convicted. a 

And yet, with this fundamental safeguard, 
what happens? 

A series of circumstances points the finger 
of. suspicion at an individual. If the cir- 
cumstances are impressive enough, the per- 
son can then be charged with. commission of 
an offense or a crime. 

At that point he is most certainly not 
found guilty although old timers cite an 
instance which creates a certain doubt. 
According to their story, a justice of the 
peace sitting in for a magistrate was asked 
to instruct an accused man to plead either 
guilty or not guilty. The J.P. did, eventually, 
but he wanted to know why it was necessary. 
Obviously, he remarked, the man was guilty 
or the police would not have brought him in.
